HANDICAPPED FIND 
WORK AT RELIANCE 

(An article, written by Isabel 
Boyer, was carried in the Even¬ 
ing Republic in Columbus, Ind., 
Sept. 5, 1949.) The story follows: 

During National Employ the 
Physically Handicapped weuk, we 
have learned that Reliance Manu¬ 
facturing company has already been 
doing it for years, and with excel¬ 
lent results. 

Handicap of four persons there, 
three who operate power sewing 
machines, and one who works in 
the cutting, shipping department 
or Wherever he is most needed, is 
that they are deaf mutes. 

Mrs. Paul Maynard, personnel 
manager at the company, said 
there is no great difficulty in un¬ 
derstanding What they wish to 
communicate. Then, too, they 
write any messages which they are 
unable to convey by signs or other 
means. Several years ago, she said, 
they hired a deaf mute, and be¬ 
cause employment of that first per¬ 
son worked out so well, there have 
been several others since. 

Mrs. James E. VanGilder, 616 
Fifteenth street, mother of two 
children, has been with Reliance 
for three years, and operates a 
power sewing machine. Her job is 
to run on facings on men’s jack¬ 
ets. She and her husband are both 
deaf mutes, but their children are 
not. 

Miss Olive Van Gilder, Route 8, 
has operated a power sewing ma¬ 
chine there for a year and a half. 
Her parents are dead, and she 
lives with toer sister, Miss Ruby 
Van Gilder. Together, they have 
reared their nephew, Frederick 
Van Gilder, who is a member of 
the Junior City Slickers. Miss Van 
Gilder’s job at Reliance is- to make 
flaps on the men’s jackets. 

A Housewife Besides 
Mrs. Archie Turner, 812 South 
East Boulevard avenue, has op¬ 
erated a power sewing machine at 
the local plant for a year and .a 
half, and her job is to make hems. 
In addition to working there, she 
cares for a home, and has a child 
four years of age. 

These three women are all pro¬ 
duction operators and have all 
held 100 per cent ratings. Mrs. 
Maynard says that the fact that 
they are deaf mutes prevents ex¬ 
cessive visiting which employes 
might do while slewing near each 
other, thus increasing their speed. 
Though they try to keep their op¬ 
erators on the same jobs, occa¬ 
sionally they change them to a 


different operation. Their speeds 
vary on different operations. 

Roscoe Hargis, Route 4, works 
only part time. The reason is 
that he operates a 59-acre farm 
with his wife and raises cows and 
chickens. He helps Reliance in the 
rush season, which covers about 
five months of the year. Right now 
he is in the cutting and shipping 
department. He’ll work wherever 
they need him most. Mrs. Maynard 
said his sunny disposition made 
him very popular at work. 

There are other industries around 
town which employ handicapped 
persons, and there are many more 
'jobs about town which physically 
handicapped persons can do. En¬ 
abling a handicapped person to 
support himself helps him say, 
“What handicap?” 


There is nothing of charity in 
the program to employ the handi¬ 
capped, but there is much of hu¬ 
manity. 'It is a truism of human 
nature that those who help others 
help themselves.—John W. Gibson, 
Ass't. Secy, of Labor.
